Your trustees report an uneventful year for the Li- 
brary, with no important changes or additions, but with 
steady progress in circulation and in scope of influence. 
Financially, it has been a year of ‘‘marking time,” as 
operating expenses have been unusually high, and the 
prices of supplies as well as books and magazines have 
been even figher than last year. 


The interest of the Benjamin Webster fund has been 
expended largely’ on books dealing with the problems 
of American Government and community _ better- 
ment; and the interest of the Mary Tuck Rand fund 
(helped out by friendly contributions) has “been spent 
along the same lines, ‘‘The Soul of Abraham Lincoln,” 
by Dr. Barton, Brice’s ‘‘American Commonwealth” 
and “The Little Town,” by Douglass having been purchased 
from this fund. 


Harper’s Monthly and The Literary Digest have been 
added to the list of periodicals, and it is the desire of the 
Board to further increase the number and scope of the 
periodicals, so that the best of the monthly and weekly 
publications may be found on the reading table. 


The demand for Fiction still exceeds the supply, but 
the Board hopes to be able to devote more of the next 
appropriation to books than was possible the past year. 


The Trustees acknowledge with gratitude each and

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day Club, the Crescent Club, and other organizations 
and individuals.

Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


The time has again arrived for us to give to the people 
of Rye a report of the year’s doings. 


At our regular ,district meeting in May, Mr. C. H. 
Walker was re-elected for the year as Superintendent of 
this Union, comprising seven towns, which means an 
amount of work for one educator to supervise, but he 
has done it in a very efficient manner, often-times work- 
ing into the early hours of the evening, to accomplish 
his aims. 


However, we feel that the Schools in our town got 
their due amount of his attention, but taking into con- 
sideration the fact that he has to cover so much territory 
to reach the various schools in the Union, we do not get 
the benefit we should if our Union was smaller, during 
the year the school board has appealed to the State Board 
of Education to lessen the towns in this immediate Union, 
anyway, to five towns, as was formerly the size of the Union 
for our Superintendent, as yet the State board has made 
no change. 


Owing to the high cost of material and labor, we were 
unable to comply with the State Board in regards to altering 
over our school buildings to meet their requirements. 


We felt that the necessary repairs was all that could 
be done during the past year, the South School-house 
was shingled and also a new stove was purchased for the 
same school, in the recitation room at the Wedgewood 
School, electric lights were installed, finding the drain- 
age in a poor condition it was necessary to have it at- 
tended to, and a new cesspool built, also a new pump. 
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At the East School a new furnace, as the old worn- 
out ome refused to serve the town any longer. 


These extra things that I have mentioned with the 
regular touching up work which has to be done every year 
to the various school buildings, was all that we could have 
done with the money appropriated. 


We were somewhat inconvenienced during the first 
part of our school year, both in securing teachers, and 
suitable places for them to board, however we found a 
way out of that, and we were able to retain our present 
teaching force, then the outlook for a prosperous school 
year looked brighter. 


The teachers are enthusiastic in their work, the atti- 
tude of the pupils in most cases is one of interest, alert- 
ness, and serious purpose. 


The whole atmosphere in the schools, in general is 
business-like, all this credit is due our instructors. 


But trusting that the coming year will show a greater 
co-operation between parents and teachers than has been 
manifested before, for a parent’s visit to the school is 
as great encouragement to the pupil as it is to the teacher. 


In closing this report I wish to thank every one for the 
hearty spirit of goodwill and helpfulness which I have met 
during my term in office. 


The books with itemized accounts of all matters per- — 
taining to the school business will be at the Town Hall 
on the afternoon of our annual school meeting for any 
and all who wish to inspect them. 


To the Citizens of Rye; I would say be as liberal in 
your appropriation of funds for school purposes as can 
possibly be, for the careful and close estimate of the school 
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needs for the coming year leads us to submit to the Se-

' I have the honor to submit my third annual report 
as superintendent of schools. The reports of your super- 
visor of music and school physician are made a part of 
this report and merit your careful reading and I have 
tabulated school statistics, which will prove interesting 
to all citizens no doubt, as well as to the board. 


Work of the Year 


After a careful analysis of the scores made in the different 
grades in the standard tests that I gave last spring and 
comparing the results with standard scores for all the dif- 
ferent grades, I find our grades fall below the standard 
scores in some subjects, more particularly in Reading 
and Composition, whereas they are better than the standard 
scores in other subjects, more frequently in writing, spel- 
ling and the four fundamentals of Arithmetic. I further 
observe that the failure to attain to the standard scores 
occurs more frequently in the first. two or three grades, 
rather than in the middle grades, or fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades. From this I conclude that our teachers, in try- 
ing to prepare the fifth and sixth grades more thoroughly 
to enter the 7th grade of the Junior High School, neg- 
lect to give the required amount of drill to the primary 
grades that is essential. Another reason that seems to 
sustain this conclusion, I believe, is the fact, that of all 
the 18 pupils that failed of promotion, (See Table of Pro- 
motion and Retardation) 12 failed in the first two grades. 
Normally though, more pupils usually do fail to make 
their grade in these years than at any other time, due 
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to several reasons, such as immaturity or poor attendance, 
because of stormy weather or illness, etc. Another reason 
for this failure in these grades may be the fact that we 
are teaching these grades only for one session of the day 
now, instead of for both sessions as formerly. 


Both of our teachers in the Junior High School are . 
teaching practically every period every day and with a 
variety of subjects it makes a very heavy load for them 
to carry. In order to relieve them somewhat and also 
the teachers in the elementary schools, I recommend 
that the board employ an extra teacher, who could teach 
all the sixth grade pupils at the Center and take three 
or four of the classes from the Junior High teachers. This 
would increase the efficiency of our ‘teaching very much 
in the elementary schools and also in the Junior High School. 
To do this, we would need to finish off another class room. 
This could be done in two ways, by doing all the Manual 
Training in the present unfinished room and using the 
. first or smaller room as a class room, or by building an 
additional room at the rear of either the Primary or Junior 
High rooms. The latter would be by far the . better 
but more expensive way of providing the additional room 
needed. 


The enrollment of the schools has increased from 140, 
in 1916 to 179 in 1920, an increase of almost 20 per cent 
in four years. Of this whole number, 125 or almost 70 
per cent are enrolled in the first five grades, and these 
first few years are the most critical years of the child’s 
school days. The burden would not be so great if these 
primary schools had to deal with only two or three grades. 


The number of pupils in first five grades, fall of 1918, 
was 96. 


The number of pupils in first five grades, fall of 1919, 
was 108. 
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The number of pupils in the first five grades, fall of 1920, 
was 125, an average of 27 pupils in these first five grades 
of our four primary schools for the past three years. 


There is every reason to believe that there will continue 
to be an increase in these grades in the years to come, since 
Rye is surburban to Portsmouth, which is growing rapidly. 
About thirty pupils in as many as five different grades 
is just about as many as any teacher can do effeetive work 
with. For these reasons, it seems to me that it is only a 
matter of a few years at the most, before the district will 
have to make an addition to the Center school in order 
to relieve the congestion in the primary schools. The 
sooner this is done, the better for all the children in all 
grades in Rye. 


Some time ago the school board instructed me_ to see 
if the Commissioner of Education would approve of our 
substituting Algebra in place of the History of Civiliz- 
ation in grade 9 and Geometry in place of Commercial 
Geography in grade 10, in order that our program might 
co-ordinate more closely with that of the Portsmouth 
High School. I have received word from him to the 
effect, that this change might be made at the beginning 
of the year, but that they could not approve of a change 
in the middle of the year, ‘‘since it would be impossible 
for either unit of work to be accomplished.” We could 
make this change next summer if the board should decide 
it would be best to do so. However, personally I feel 
that this change would impair our present program, to 
suit two or three pupils planning to go to college, militat- 
ing against the best interests of the majority of the boys 
and girls in Rye. 


The Junior High School 


The upper grades of American Grammar schools, and 
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the first one or two years of the high school are fast being 
reorganized into Junior High schools. In New Hampshire 
the Junior High School consists of grades 7, 8, 9 and 10, 
and the Senior High of grades 11 and 12. It has been 
found possible to rearrange the work which has formerly 
required eight years and in some places still requires 
nine years, so that certain subjects reserved for the High 
School could be introduced in these upper grades. Statis- 
tics show that wherever Junior High schools have been 
adopted, an increasing number of pupils continue their 
work in the Senior High School. 


For some time it has been a well known and much 
deplored fact that a great gap existed between the first 
year of: High School and the last .grade of the Grammar 
school. Pupils, who had. been under the constant care 
and teaching of only one teacher, upon entering High School, 
came under several teachers, who put them upon their 
own responsibility. Each teacher commonly required 
an excessive amount of time and study upon his or her 
special subject, without regard to the demands of other 
teachers, who were equally zealous. High school education 
thus became a highly selective process, as a great many 
pupils became discouraged and dropped out. To the 
High School teacher, ‘‘weeding them out” has been a 
very common phrase in the past. Many parents however, 
required their children to remain in school, and so they 
had to repeat the year’s work. The whole idea was ex- 
ceedingly undemoeratic. v 


Those pupils who left high school during the first year 
got no science or practical mathematics, and very little, 
if any, modern language or practical arts training. The © 
customary offering was Ancient History, Algebra and a 
foreign language, which however usually, was a dead one. 
When we consider this abrupt change from the methods 
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they had been accustomed to in the elementary schools, 
it is strange that more did not fall by the wayside. 


In the Junior High School an effort is made to give the 
pupils what is of interest and of real value to children at 
their age. Elementary Science is the science of common 
every day life and tends to arouse the pupils’ interest to 
keep on and later study Physics and Chemistry in the 
High School. The French is largely conversational and 
the Domestic Science and Manual Training are wholly 
practical. The Geometry-is merely constructional, not 
involving logic to any extent. The pupil comes in con- 
tact with more than one teacher, yet the “home-room’’ 
teacher has the pupil.in more than one subject. Thus 
we have an easy and natural transition from the one 
teacher school to the common high school. 


By having tried these various subjects, previously only 
in high schools, the pupil can make a wiser choice of his 
high school course. His teachers also are in a much better 
position to advise him and his parents in this matter. 
Besides, if he cannot attend high school, his experience 
in the Junior school has given him a much broader edu- 
cation than he would have obtained by the old plan. 
These are only a few of the many advantages of the Junior 
High School. In Rye we have a well equipped Junior 
High School with teachers well trained for the subjects 
they are teaching and in my opinion, this school means 
much to all the boys and girls of Rye. It is the one school 
in Rye that belongs to the whole community, and where, 
more than in any other matter the chief interests of the 
whole community should center. With strong support 
on the part of all citizens it will be a school of which we 
may all be justly proud. 


Attendance 


The attendance last year was not quite so good as it 
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was the previous year due doubtless to the exceedingly 
severe winter and so many bad storms. The per cent 
of attendance last year for all schools was only 87.23 
whereas the previous year it was 90.1 per cent The num- 
ber of cases of tardiness last year was 385, an increase 
of nearly 21 per cent over last year, or 236. Granted, 
that we had an extremely severe winter last year, yet 
it does not seem that our pupils should have failed so in 
the matter of promptness. This year we have made a 
much better record with respect to attendance and tardi- 
ness up to date due to the excellent weather conditions. 
I again wish to urge all parents to co-operate to the fullest 
extent possible to make a good record with respect to both 
attendance and tardiness, as both are vitally important 
factors in increasing the morale of any school which makes 
for successful school work. 


Teachers 


We lost last spring, with the exception of Miss Annie 
EK. Wellman, all our teachers who for the most part had 
done good work for us. Such an overturn in a corps of 
teachers is commonly very harmful if not almost disas- 
trous. However, because of the great scarcity of teachers, 
we were fortunate in the selection of teachers to fill the 
places made vacant. I believe almost all are doing good 
work considering their professional training and ex- 
perience. None of them are perfect,—few of us are,— 
but with strong backing that we feel justified in expecting 
from all school officials and parents, and from the com- 
munity in general, we hope to produce satisfactory re- 
sults. | 


We are at a disadvantage in Rye in getting professionally 
trained and experienced teachers, because of the difficul- 
ty in finding suitable boarding places for them at reasonable 
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cost. The price of board in Rye to teachers is at present 
from $2.00 to $3.00 more per week than in any of the other 
six towns of this union and it is almost impossible to find 
anyone who will open their homes to them at all. Some 
of our good citizens, interested in the welfare of the boys 
and girls of Rye, should give this matter careful thought. 
A successful teacher desires and deserves a comfortable 
homelike boarding place, at reasonable cost to say the least. 


School Buildings 


In my report of last year and the previous year, I pointed 
out some of the defects in our present school plant, and 
so will only refer you to those sections for further con- 
sideration. 


Medical Inspection 


A careful study of Dr. White’s report of the physical 
examination of last year will no doubt surprise many 
parents. Few perhaps could have realized the poor 
physical conditions among so many of our children. I 
am very sorry that I have not as yet received the results 
of the examination for this present year. The real test 
will come when we are able to check up the number of 
defects that have been remedied as a result of the cards 
sent to parents. From the report here published it ap- 
pears that defective teeth is the most frequent defect, 
and indicates that an active campaign of dental education 
is imperative in all our schools and homes. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board for your advice 
and loyal support, and also the teachers, parents and pupils 
for their co-operation in the interests of the schools.

Music is now recognized as an important part the of 
school curriculum. President Eliot of Harvard Univer- 


sity in a recent address to some of the leading educational 
men of the country said, “That Music in American 
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Schools has been neglected.’”’ He further said, ‘That 
more music was needed in the schools of today.” 


The children of Rye seem to take a great deal of interest 
in their music. At the Junior High School the subject 
is receiving very good attention. The boys are taking 
an interest in the work which is gratifying. It is to be 
regretted that instrumental work cannot be carried on 
in this school but owing to the lack of players an orchestra 
does not seem to be available. Perhaps if the boys and 
girls were encouraged to take up the study of the different 
orchestral instruments before they reach the Junior High 
School age there*might be a possible chance of taking up 
this part of the study of music. 


The work in the Elementary Schools is progressing 
favorably. All the schools are doing two part singing 
and seem to enjoy it. 


There are some fine young voices in the Town of Rye, 
and they simply need help and encouragement in school 
and at home. 


I also wish to mention the fine spirit of co-operation 
which permeates the school rooms, due to the excellent 
corps of teachers who are in charge of the several buildings.
